RJley, llnid of Hible Con- 
tawee AHsftclatloD, I»ellvers His 
Great Lcrture llefore Crowded

The large auditorium ot the First 
Baptist church was fUled Weflneeday 
evening and it waa neoeaaary to open 
the balcony and put chain in the 
aia^ to aoooBunodata the-lafge«audi- 
enoe'^whieh eame to hear Dr. W. li. 
Rllay, of Minneapolia, Minn., in his 
addreaa of "The Selentlfto Accuracy 
of the Sacred Scriptures " 

Taking his text from I'sa 119:160, 
"Thy word ia true frnin tlir liccln- 
nlng," Dr. Rllcy launched into one of 
the most scholarly addresses heard 
here from any platform In years and 
proved conclusively every one of the 
questioned statements ot Moaee in the 
first chapter of OaneaUi on the oraa*

Many inexplicable inataaeea of 
science in Scripture were brought out 
forcibly by Dr. Riley, among them 
being Moses' statement three thou- 
sand years aKO "The life la In the 
blood " wliich was verified by Harvey 
In modern limes.

In addition to this political imresi and iiiconipi'tenee in admni 
istration, financial difflciilties of the gravest kind have arisen, and 
the government at, Wasliiiifrton lias been called upon to pass legisla- 
tion to relieve the situation and jtrevcDt disaster. 

General Wood was sent over 1o report upon the problem, and 
nhile there the President has prevailed upon him to accept the chief 
administrative po.st, for at least a year, in the hope that he will be 
able to bring order out of eliaos. 

Geeneral Wood retires from the army after thirty-sLx yeui-s of 
distinguished service, entering the army in 1885, and engaging al- 
most immediately, in the eajjaeity of a sui-geou. in the eaiii|iai!;n 
against tlie Apaehe Indians. Being jilaued iu eoinnmnd of un in- 
fantry detachment he won the Congressional Medal of Honor, the 
highest reward that llie nation has to bestow. 

When the War with .'^pain began (ieiieral Woo<l organized tiie 
famous Rough Riders .of which Theodore Roosevelt became Col in. l. 

At tile eliise of ili,' war he was appointed Oovernor of Cuba, a 
post in wliieli he mad an international re|>utation for himself as an 
administrative officer and diplomat of the highest order or talent. 
liEter he became Governor General of the- Philippines. 

Before we entered the European war General Wood, foreseeing 
that we Wduiil event ually lie eonipelled lo fi),'lit (Jermany, organized 
the Plattsburg Training Camp from which oflieers were graduated 
who afterward rendered invaluable services in training the raw re- 
cruits called to the colors upon tin- di elaration nf war. 

Ueuerul Wood was not permitted to go to France with any ot 
the divisions which he trained for service at the front, but without 
a word he went on his way doing his work with increased devotion 
and efhcieuey. 

The Ami'iiean people appreciate hia character ;in(l remember 
with gratitude the great service which ho has rendered during thes 
thirty-six yars. They believe that Leonard Wood will round out his 
long and lionorabh^ career with new distiiietioii |iiul fresh triumphs 
il.^he difficult post which he no wholds. — Lexington Leader.
